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Car Output Rises 


2nd Week in Row; 
Best Since August 


October Total Put 
At Over 400,000 As 
GM Steps Up Pace

N OUTPUT boost of 62.6 per- 

cent at General Motors, plus 
general increases by other manu- 
facturers, sent car production soar- 
ing to an 11-week high of 107,915 
cars last week. 

Last time U. S. car output sur- 
passed 107,000 was during the week 
ended Aug. 11, when the makers 
rolled 108,155 cars from the lines. 


The 2%-month high, attained 
despite labor difficulties at Chrys- 
ler Corp. and parts shortages at 
other makers, was a 21.9 percent 
increase over the previous week’s 
88,557 cars and marked the sec- 
ond consecutive week that car 
output has shown at least a 21 
percent hike over the preceding 
week. 

It is now estimated that the man- 
ufacturers will assemble about 405,- 

000 cars during October. That would 
be an increase of 112.4 percent over 
September’s output of 190,709 cars, 
but still 21.8 percent off October a

Dodge and Plymouth revealed 
suggested factory retail prices for 
sedans, hardtops and convertibles. 
They did not include Federal excise 
taxes or suggested dealer delivery 
and handling charges. 

The Dodge increases ranged from 
$64 to. $175 and averaged 4.9 per- 
cent. Plymouth’s spread was $66 to 
$160 and averaged 5.9 percent. 


Many Ford dealers were in- 


censed at one facet of their com- 
pany’s announcement, This was a 
cut in the discount rate. On every 
model, wholesale prices 

more than suggested retail prices, 
with the net discount cut esti- 
mated at about one percent, 

This put Ford and Chevrolet 
dealers at the same discount level— 
about 24 percent. The companies 
have the same “retroactive dis- 
counts” to dealers which are based 
on unit sales.

NIADA Bids for Trade Harmony

EW YORK. — Convinced that 

used-car dealers have overcome 
the bootlegging scare of recent 
years, the National Independent 
Automobile Dealers Assn, now is 
ready to “bury the hatchet” with 
NADA and the factories. 

Trade harmony was stressed by 
Irv Rubin, new president of 
NIADA, at the group’s tenth an- 
nual convention in the Hotel New 
Yorker last week. 

“Conflict with others in the in- 
dustry is not only ridiculous, it is 
harmful to us all,” said Rubin, 
owner of Universal Motors in 
Cleveland and an active champion 
of used-car dealer organizations. 

> * * 

OWEVER, the 200 used-car and 

unfranchised new-car dealers 

at the sessions indicated by resolu- 
tion that they would continue to 
fight at national, state and local 
levels to keep unrestricted their 
status as purveyors of unused 
automobiles. 

A resolution called on NIADA 
“to take. active and vigorous 
steps to prevent any local, state 
or national legislatures frem en- 
acting legislation which would 
disturb freedom of competition.”

Own Credit Plan 


A.T.A. Committee 
Gets Green Light

NEW YORK. — A drive to obtain 
adequate financing for the small 
trucker so that he can buy new 
equipment was begun last week at 
the 23rd annual convention of the 
American Trucking Assns. 

The ATA credit committee was 
authorized to draw up a concrete 
program within 60 days and return 
it to the executive committee for 
action. 

It is being suggested, accord- 
ing to an industry spokesman, 
that two companies be organized 
to handle this type of financing. 
One company would be of a 
mutual type operation that would 
take care of the actual financing, 
and the other would be of an 
guarantee insurance nature to 
make it possible for the lending 
company to buy wholesale money 
on the open money market. 

This proposal! is said to be in line 
with views recently expressed by 
the Small Business Administration 
in Government. 

A bill also may be introduced 
in Congress to permit a central lien 
recording place for interstate 
haulers. 

Private trucking companies were 
warned by ICC Commissioner L, K. 
Walrath, speaking before the con- 
vention, to observe highway safety 
standards or to incur drastic offi- 
cial regulations. He noted that a 
recent countrywide investigation 
indicated that 90.1 percent of the 
private carrier vehicles inspected

“Under pressure from the fran- 
chised dealers, the factories are of- 
fering us franchises to try to cut 
us down from competing as a 
supermarket,” a New Englander 
said. “But the flow of new models 
from the showroom to the inde- 
pendent lot is established, and they 
simply can’t contract it out of 
existence.”

At Both GM and Ford 


NEW YORK. — General Motors 
reported third-quarter and nine- 
month declines in sales and net 
profits last week, but expressed 
optimism over the outlook for the 
1957-model year. 

Net sales for the third quarter of 
1956 were $2,275 million and net in- 
come, $137 million. Comparable fig- 
ures for the same 1955 quarter were 
$3,031 million and $252 million. 

GM noted that dollar sales of 
civilian products this year were 
the second highest third quarter 
on record, with defense sales the 
lowest for a third quarter since 
1951, 

Nine-month sales totalled $8,144 
million and net income $640 million, 
against comparable 1955 figures of 
$9,544 million and $913 million. 

President Harlow H. Curtice and 
Board Chairman Albert Bradley 
said that total nine-month dollar 
sales exceeded those for any full 
year prior to 1953, despite the 15 
percent decline from the same 1955 
period. 

The statement said that third- 
quarter sales refiected declining 
new-model demand and changeover 
shutdowns, sending the total 25 per- 
cent below the 1955 quarter, when 
a contra-seasonal rise in demand 
took place. 

The statement reported “highly 
favorable” reaction by dealers 
and the public to the 1957 Chev- 
rolet cars, introduced Oct, 19. 
Dealers have a “minimum” inven- 
tory of 1956 models and “unusu- 
ally low” stocks of used cars, it 
was stated. 

Defense sales continued to slump 
for GM, reaching 5 percent this 
year to date against 8 percent last 
year and 18 percent in 1953.

Henry Ford Lf, president, told 
Ford stockholders last week that 
the reduced profits were the 
result of lower sales and abnorm- 
ally heavy costs, 

He said consolidated net sales for 
the first three quarters of 1956 to 
talled $3,233,300, or 20 percent less 
than the $4,042,600,000 in sales for 
the comparable 1955 period. 

Costs were much higher than in 
1955, chiefly because of the staffing 
of the company’s projected new-car 
(Car-E) line and the major expan- 
sion programs which will not bring 
additional revenue until later years, 
Ford asserted. 

Factory sales of cars and trucks 
in the first nine months of 19% 
amounted to 1,380,063, or 27.4 per- 
cent lower than for the first nine 
months of 1955. 

For the first nine months of 
1954, net sales totalled $3,184,300,- 
000 and net income was $195,600,- 
000, the report showed, 

Earnings per share amounted to 
$2.69 in the first nine months of 
1956, compared with $5.85 for the 
first nine months of 1955. 

Third-quarter earnings amounted 
to 25 cents a share, compared with 
$1.37 a share for the first quarter 
and $1.07 for the second quarter.

Car Design Cited 
As Most Potent 
Safety Factor 


CHICAGO. — Car design is “out| 
in front of all other factors in the! 
safety picture, and will stay out in| 
front,” William H. McGaughey, 
American Motors Corp. vice-presi- 
dent, told safety leaders at the) 
National Safety Congress here. 

Design will stay in the vanguard, | 
McGaughey said, because it is the! 
only one of the safety factors which | 
has competition as its driving force. 

“Competition has made cars bet-| 
ter almost by the month in the past | 
half-century,” he said, “while regu-| 
latory measures have contributed) 
little or nothing... 

“While competition will assure 
that car design will continue to im- 
prove, the total highway safety 
problem is so vast and complex that 
it requires greater coordination of 
the resources of the major agencies 
working in this field, McGaughey 
said. 

“The traffic safety problem is an| 
immediate reality, not a potential 
threat. It is more costly than war 
and should get the same concen- 
tration of effort that we would give 





to war. 

“America needs now an effort of 
wartime magnitude, and the crea- 
tion of voluntary mechanisms simi- 
lar to those that proved so effective 
in World War II, to intensify and 
spearhead the all-out attack on 
highway fatalities.”

On Used-Car Market 


By Robert M. Lienert 
Associate Editor 
TH the ’57 introductions gath- 
ering steam, the used-car mar- 
ket has entered its first extensive 
slump since the doldrums of last 
January, field reports indicate. 

Prices and demand are sagging 
at both wholesale and retail 
levels, although the letdown has 
been particularly swift and severe 
on the retail lots. 

Little concern is expressed in the 
industry, however. The consensus 
is that used-car demand will begin 
to pick up after all 57 models have 
been introduced and the new crop 
of tradeins starts to roll in.

ECAUSE of seasonal factors, 

however, marketing men see 
little chance that used-car activity 
will return to the high levels en- 

joyed through most of this year 
until early in 1957. 

New-car introductions, they 
say, are running too close to the 
holiday season to enable used 
cars to recover immediately. 

In the long-range view, however, 
they say 1957 has a good chance of 
setting records in the used-car 
field. This, of course, is based on 
the assumption that 1957 will turn 
out to be as good a year for new- 
car sales as has been predicted— 
thus firming the market in general 
and providing a supply of clean 
tradeins. 

Talk of tight money leaves most 
used-car men unworried, except as 


it may affect their wholesale financ- | 


ing. They feel that more stringent 


financing conditions should help) 


boost used-car retailing. 

They explain that some would-be 
new-car buyers may not be able to 
qualify for new-car credit as easily 
in 1957 as in 1955, and will be 
shunted into the used-car market.

HE current used-car situation 


can be sensitively gauged by) 


price reactions at wholesale levels, 
as recorded in AvToMoTIVE NEws’ 
used-car index. 

In the last four weeks, the 
average price of all used cars 
sold at wholesale auction has 
dropped $28. This represents a 


greater decrease than that re- 
corded for any full month this 
year with the exception of Jan- 
uary, when prices dropped $35 
from the previous month’s aver- 
age. 

Other monthly losses thus far 
this year have been $22 in May, $18 
in September, $17 in August, $14 in 
July and $7 in February. 


There was no change in average | 
prices during March, and in two 
months, prices increased—$12 in 
June and $1 in April. i 

Observers expect average prices | 
to continue to taper off through 
the remainder of this year—if the 
addition of ’57 models on the used- 
car index is not taken into account. 

(Automotive News’ index will add 
57 models and drop °49s during 
November.)

Qa of the price de | 
cline registered over the last 
four weeks was accounted for last 
week on the used-car price index, 
with prices dropping $7 to $787. 
Only three models escaped the 
general downward trend, with '49

CCORDING to a late higher 
teu rt decision, an employer 
must sue for a “permanent” injunc- 
tion to prevent 
an ex-employe 
from taking em- 

yment with a 
competitor. This 
is so although the 
ex-employe had 

ed no con- 

tract to not take 

competitive em- 
ent, 

For example, in 
Western Co. v. 
Nash, 272 Pac. 
(2d) 314, the testimony showed 
these facts: 

John R. Nash, was president, 

ral manager and one of the 
directors of a corporation. At a 
stockholders’ meeting a man named 
Hansen was elected president and 
John R. Nash was demoted to 
vice-president. 

On the following day Nash 
resigned as vice-president, and as 
a director, and severed his con- 
nection with the corporation, Previ- 
ously Nash, while acting as mana- 
ger of the corporation personally 
contacted most of its customers 
and serviced the accounts. Also, 
Nash assisted in selling merchan- 
dise and various installations.

Sought Old Customers 


IN after Nash severed his con- 
nections with the corporation, 
he took employment with a com- 
petitor which sold and installed 
competitive appliances and equip- 
ment.

Then he began to solicit cus- 
tomers of his former employer, 
the corporation, advising his old 
customers that he was no longer 
in the employ of the corporation 
and sought the business for his 
new employer. 

As a result of his contracts and 
solicitations several of the cus- 
tomers moved their accounts from 
his former employer, the corpora- 
tion. The evidence indicated that 
after Nash severed his connections 
with the corporation, he was very 
successful in selling appliances and 
equipment to his old customers of 
the corporation, and also to new 
customers.

Question Up to Trial 
_o granting or denying of a 
temporary injunction is ad- 
dressed to the sound discretion of 








the trial court, to be exercised 
according to the circumstances of 
the particular case and the exercise 
of such discretion will not be 
disturbed on appeal unless a clear 
abuse thereof is shown. An entirely 
different situation may be found to 
exist upon the evidence adduced 
when the case is tried on its 
merits.” 

This court went on to explain 
that in cases of this kind the 
complaining ex-employer should 
not sue for a temporary injunc- 
tion to prevent an ex-employe 
from soliciting business from cus- 
tomers of the ex-employer. 

The suit should be filed on the 
basis, with all relevant testimony, 
that the ex-employe should be 
permanently restrained from using 
unfair tactics in soliciting business 
for his new employer from cus- 
tomers served while in the employ- 
ment of the ex-employer. 

Hence, an employer who believes 
an ex-employe is unfairly soliciting 
old customers, or attempting other 
unfair transactions, should prepare 
at once the suit and testimony in 
detail, and ask the court for a 
“permanent” injunction. 

Generally speaking, the em- 
ployer will win the suit. This is

Holder of Title Wins 


Ark. Repo Ruling 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark. — The Ar- 
kansas supreme court has ruled 
that the rights of the holder of a 
retained title on a motor vehicle 
take priority over a mechanic’s 
lien.

“In dealing with the cause and 
effect of highway accidents,” 
Boate said, “we should not be 
concerned with the rise and fall 
of a statistical flow chart. The 
practice by the nation and by 
the states of publicly measuring 
the degree of safety on streets 
and highways on the basis of 
fatalities per 100 million vehicle 
miles of travel is not only a 
travesty upon the truth but is 
dangerously misleading in its im- 
plication. 

“It is not now, and never has 
been, a question of how many miles 
we will travel before we create the 
next widow and orphan, or before | 
we ruin the next career.” 

Boate made the following recom- | 
mendations: 

“1. Adopt an absolute top speed 
limit of 60 miles per hour for all 
multiple lane, limited access high- 
ways currently existing and to be 
constructed. 

“2. Provide additional manpower 
and facilities to bring the existing 
state police force up to the strength 
necessary to cope with the steadily 
increasing miles of roadway and 
traffic volumes as the Federal-Aid

Engine Specific Output 
Meets Long-Sought Goal 
E horsepower per cubic inch— 
a rating which in the not too- 
distant past was the goal of aircraft 
engine designers—now is being at- 
tained in production versions of 
automotive powerplants. 

First to reach this milestone in 
engine development is Chevrolet, 
with a 283 horsepower rating in the 
high-performance model of its 283- 
cubic-inch displacement fuel injec- 
tion engine. Other engines, such as 
top-rated Ford and Plymouth en- 
gines — and, particularly, Stude- 
baker’s supercharged Golden Hawk 
engine, are only a shade below the 
one horsepower per cubic inch level. 


Chevrolet's 283 h.p. engine at- 
tains its rated output at 6,200 
rpm—a phenomenally high figure 
by normal standards of engine 
speed in American passenger car 
practice. Other features which 
make possible the high specific 
output are: “competition” high- 
performance camshaft, solid 
lifters, special valve porting for 
volumetric efficiency, lightweight 
polished valves, and 10% to 1 
compression ratio, 

Actual development work on this 
particular version of the engine 
began more than a year ago. The 
refinement and modification pro- 
gram began with earlier work on 
powerpacks. The trail led from four- 
barrel carburetor to dual four-barrel 
carburetors, from normal porting to 
free-breathing open porting, and 
from standard camshaft to spe- 
cial high-performance designs for 
high speed and durability at high 
speeds.

Market for Cars 
Grows in Europe, 
Curtice Reports 


NEW YORK. —. Full employment ; 
and a rising standard of living in 
Western Europe are creating ex- 
panding markets for automobiles, 
household appliances and other 
consumer goods, Harlow H. Curtice, 
president, General Motors Corp., 
reported here last week. 

Curtice has completed a four-| 
week business trip to Europe. He | 
said a continued expansion of the | 
economy of Western Europe seems | 
likely, but at a slower pace. 

“It is clear,” Curtice said, “that 
people in Europe want good, com- 
fortable transportation just as 
they do in the U. S. Everyone 
wants to ride —- just as they do 
here — and everyone is looking 
forward to the day when his stand- 
ard of living will enable him to buy 
an automwbile.” 

Curtice reported that increasing 
productivity is bringing more con- 
sumer goods to the average Euro- 
pean. As an example, he said, 
demand in France will enable GM 
to produce more than 100,000 Frigi- 
daire units this year. 

During his trip, Curtice was 
awarded the Grand Service Cross 
of the Federal Republic of Ger- 
many. Chancellor Konrad Ade- 
nauer was present as President 
Theodor Heuss presented the 
award, given in recognition of out- 
standing service or for promotion 
of good relations between West 
Germany and other countries.

Optimism Marks Alabama Parley 


BILOXI, Miss.—A bright outlook 
for the automobile business during 
the 1957 model year was pictured 
by speakers at the 21st annual con- 
vention of the Automobile Dealers 
Assn. of Alabama. 


An optimistic note was sounded 
by all the speakers, including 
Carl E, Fribley, NADA president; 
Robert M. Feemster, executive 
committee chairman, Wall Street 
Journal; Pierre Martineau, 
research director, Chicago Trib- 
une, and Patrick J. Crowley, 
administrative assistant to Gen- 
eral Motors executive vice- 
president in charge of dealer 
relations. 

Feemster predicted a 6.5 million 
car year for 1957, declaring that 
the automobile business is set for 
a healthier period following a 
“period of digestion” necessitated 
by overproduction in 1956.

Crowley declared that prospects 
for business in the coming year 
are excellent. He cited these 
reasons: 

1. The 1957 models are “emi- 
nently qualified to stimulate buy- 
ing.” They “represent not only 
marked advances in design and 
styling—but outstanding values as 
well.” 

2. The public’s purchasing power 
“continues to rise faster than do 
prices.” 

3. The “amazingly strong” used- 
car market is holding up well, with 
dealer stocks at the lowest point 
since 1954 and prices firm. 

4. The 1956 customer service bus- 
iness has been higher than in 1955 
and “there is every indication that 
service volume will increase im- 
portantly in 1957.” 

“Let’s work singly and collec- 
tively tow ard our objectives,” 
Crowley urged. “Let us profit by 
the examples we have already 
seen exhibited of both the action 
and the leadership necessary for 
continued progress.” 

Fribley told the dealers they must 
“know how much it costs to sell 

a car if you want to stay in busi- 
ness,” 

“There is no excuse for any 
dealer, no matter how small he may 
be, not to know his costs,” Fribley 
said. “Four figures from his state- 
ment and four minutes of his time 
will give him a good working 
knowledge of this essential infor- 
mation. 

“The first figure is all expenses 
directly related to selling costs 
(selling or variable expenses.) This 
figure should be divided by the 
number of new cars sold in the 
year to date. This division will give 
the dealer a per-car selling cost 
which must be added to the factory 
invoices.”

Body Engineers Spotlight 
Aluminum, Stainless Steel 


DETROIT. — New uses for stain- 
less steel and aluminum in automo- 
biles were discussed here at the an- 
nual meeting of the American So- 
ciety of Body Engineers. 


Jon Hauser, an industrial de- 
signer, proposed a _ revolutionary 
stainless steel radiant heating sys- 
tem for cars. 

The use of aluminum body 
panels was discussed by George 
Perkins, general director of prod- 
uct development for Reynolds 
Metals Co. 


The heating system is based on 
using a stainless steel floor pan in 
which tubes would carry hot water 
from the engine to every part of 
the car. This would provide maxi- 
mum heat on the floor of the car 
where it is needed most. The heat 
would then radiate throughout the 
entire passenger compartment, 
Hauser said. 


Present systems which blow 
heated air from under the dash- 
board or seat do not permit the- 
uniform distribution of heat. By 
using heated water from the en- 
gine, the new method would also 
make present blowers and duct 
work obsolete, he said. 


Hauser forecast an expanding 
use for stainless steel in automotive 
construction. Currently, the auto- 
motive industry is the largest single 
consumer of the prestige metal, he 
said. 

He predicted that the use of 
stainless steel for brightwork or 
trim will continue to expand and 
that structural parts of stainless 
steel would permit making bright 
parts an actual part of the body 
structure. 

He also predicted that car design 
eventually would include stainless 
steel structural members which 
would provide protection in head- 
on collisions and “roll-overs.” 


To illustrate the type of construc- 
tion which might be adapted to 
automobiles, Hauser showed vari- 
ous airplanes and other transporta- 
tion equipment. which have made 
use of stainless steel to obtain light 
but strong construction. 

In discussing the use of aluminum 
body panels in automobiles, Per- 
kins cited numerous cost savings 
features of aluminum fabrication, 
beauty of texture that is corrosion 
resistant, savings in weight and 
savings in automatic elimination of 
undesirable noise. 

Perkins said most of the advan- 
tages cited in recent years in favor 
of aluminum alloys for automobile 
construction were “technical advan- 
tages, not economic dividends.” 

“We now believe there are real 
economic advantages in using 
aluminum in body panels,” he said. 

He attributed past failures to 
see such economic advantages 
“primarily to our being prone to 
look only at past practices, and 
then compare basic metal costs 
on the presumption that any 
metal or any material will be 
fabricated by the same tools and 





machines that have been in use 
for years. 


“This is a mistaken notion that 
will conceal the potential advan- 
tages of a new material until it is 
dispelled,” he said. 

“When aluminum is used a 
steel, many of its advantages are 
wasted, but when fabrication and 
design are adapted to aluminum, 
it truly comes into its own,” he said 

He listed for engineers the “divi- 
dends” to be derived from alumi- 
num for fenders, rear deck lids 
roofs, hoods, grilles and bumpers 

Noting a sustained trend toward 
aluminum trim for auto bodies that 
meets all specifications at substan- 
tial savings, Perkins expressed his 
belief that future applications wil 
not be so limited. 

He urged further consideration of 
large units such as a deep alumi- 
num fender section “that includes 
all trim as an integral part of the 
section; one metal part that can b 
mechanically fastened to a simple 
fender base.”

Although an all-aluminum auto 
mobile body may not be a reality 
for some time, Perkins forecast “a 
significant increase in the use of 
aluminum in automobile body com- 
ponents in each model change.”

2, Check the vent windows and 
examine the metal around the vents 
for tool marks. If the glass is 
original, it will bear the factory 
trademark. If glass has been 
replaced, it will probably have a 
different trademark with a rough 
open edge. 

$% Look under the hood and 
check the ignition wiring. If the 
ear has been stolen, the wire 
insulation will probably have 
been cut and covered by friction 
tape. Look carefully at the motor 
numbers. The number eight may 
have been a three, six or nine. 
Seven may have been a one. 

4, Check the license plates. New 
plates on a used car in the middle 
of a registration period should 
arouse suspicion. So should new 
bolts on an old plate, or dirt, worn 
tags on a new car. If the car has 
out-of-state plates, find out if the 
state has a title law. If so, ask for 
the title. 

5, Examine the bill of sale. Ordi- 
narily a used-car bill is not notar- 
ized. Be suspicious if the bill of 
sale has deen notarized if the 
reason for the notarization is not 
apparent. 

6. Does the seller look like the 
car's owner. Be suspicious if a 
seedy, rough-looking individual is 
offering an expensive late-model 
car, Find out where seller lives 
and works and check up on him in 
the telephone or city directory or 
credit bureau. 

Tuggle said that if a dealer has 
reason to be suspicious he should 
get all the information he can 
and notify the local authorities. 
He said a dealer should delay the 
deal by directing a suspicious 
person to another dealer, by say- 
ing that this dealer wants to buy 
that particular make and model. 
The dealer, Tuggle continued, 

should then have the police arrive 
at the second dealer’s about the 
same time as the suspect arrives. 
It would also be wise to notify the 
second dealer, he added.

FTC Accuses 
Sealed Power of 
Unfair Pricing 


WASHINGTON, — The Federal 
Trade Commission has charged that 
Sealed Power Corp, Muskegon, 
Mich., has made unlawful price 
discriminations in the sale of auto- 
motive replacement parts. 

Involved in the proceedings are 
more than $10 million worth of 
piston rings, cylinder sleeves, water 
pumps and similiar items which the 
company sells to jobbers. 

According. to the FTC, the com- 
pany has violated the Robinson- 
Patman amendment to the Clayton 
Act in the following ways: 

1, Jobbers classified as distribu- 
tors receive lower prices than those 
not so classified. 

2. Within these two classifica- 
tions, large volume buyers receive 
larger discounts than competitors 
buying smaller amounts. 

3. Certain groups of buyers are 
permitted to pool their purchases 
so that each member of the pool 
receives an annual discount based 
on the total purchases of all mem- 
bers.
